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THE INDUSTRIES OF EDMONTON 


Approximately 5,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, log measure, will be sawn at the 
eaw mill of the D, R. Fraser Co,, Ld. 
during the present year if conditions 
are satistactory, This was the esti- 
inate made yesterday by John MeDon- 
ald, business manager of the con 
pany, when interviewed with regard 
to the work of that firm in the past, 
and the plans and prospects for the 
coming season, 

Among the many lumbering indus- 
tries along the banks of the various 
rivers in Alberta, that have helped to 
build up thriving towns in the prov- 
inee, that of the D, BR. Fraser Com- 
pany takes its place in the front rank 
as one of the most extensive and euc- 
cesstul enterprises of its kind, The 
gradual growth of the business of the 
company in the past twenty-seven 
years from a small saw mill to the 
present large and thoroughly equip- 
ped business enterprise, is an inter- 
esting one and is a sample of the 
growth and development of almost 
every line of business throughout the 
West, the phenomenal growth and 
success of which is attracting the at- 
tention of business men all through 
the country, 

The First Saw Mill, 

The present saw mill of the D, R. 
Fraser Co,, Ltd., was the first mill of 
its kind established west of Prince 
Albert. Twenty-seven years ago, J. 
Norris, Major Belcher and Donald 
McLeod erected a small saw mill on 
the north bank of the Saskatchewan 
river on what is now known as Fra- 
ser's Flats. After operating it for a 
time they sold out to Messrs, Hardisty 
and D, R, Fraser, Mr, Hardisty later | 
sold his interest to Malcolm MeLeod, 
and shortly afterwards D. R, Fraser 
purchased his partner’s share in the 
mill and carried on the business him- 
self for a number of years, In 1895 
the late A, R. McDonald was taken 
into partnership, and later on his bro- 
ther, John McDonald, purchased his 
interest, and at the same time Alex. 
Fraser was received into the firm as a 
partner in the Business. 

At the present time these three men 
are partners in the business of the 
company, A joint stock company was 
formed in 1995 with D, R, Fraser as 
president, Alex, Fraser vice president, 
and John MeDonald secretary treas- 
urer, D, R. Fraser occupies the act- 
ive position of general supervisor ot 
the work, John MeDonald is business) 
manager and Alex. Fraser mill man- 
oger. 

The present saw mill of the com- 
pany while on the same site as the 
old mill, is considerably larger than 
that established in 1881. The mill 
and yards occupy a space of eleven 
and a half acres in extent on the 
Flats close to the river bank, Dur- 
ing the past few years the size and 
equipment of the plant has been great- 
ly increased until now it has a capa- 
city of 50,000 feet per day, board 
measure. It is equipped with all the 
latest devices and improvements for 
the manufacture’ of lumber. Last 
year a powerful ‘jumbo edger,’’ man- 
ufactured by Mowry & Sons, of Gra- 
yenhunst, Ont., was installed, This 
machine has a capacity of 50,000 feet, 
board measure, per day, an increase 
of about 20,000 feet over the machin- 
ery in use previous to that time, A 
third engine was also installed bring- 
ing the total power capacity of the 
plant up to 270 h.p, The new engine 
was a Goldie McCulloch, engine and 
boiler, of about 90 h,p. 

In the mill and yards between sixty 
and sixty-five men are regularly em- 
The logs, which are floated 


ployed. 

down the river from the lumber 
woods, are sawn at the ml] into 
rough lumber. This lumber is then 


sized and planed and hauled out to 
the lumber yard to be sorted, piled 
and seasoned, ready for market, The 
work at the mill is under the dircet 
supervision of Alex. Fraser, On the 
mill property a seven and a half foot 
seam of coal has been found, and 
al though it has not been mined, it Is 
believed to be of a good quality, Saw- 
dust and slabs are used entirely in 
the engines to supply the necessary 
steam to run the machinery. 

The Logging Industry. 

One important teature of the busi- 
ness of the D, R. Fraser Company is 
getting the logs out ol the woods in 
the winter, to be sawn at the mill in 
the spring. This year the firms of Dd, 
R. Fraser and John Walters have 
combined in this work of cutting and 
getting out these logs. This work has 
been in charge of John Fraser, super- 
intendent of these lumber camps. 
There have been about twenty camps 
in all at this work from e«ixty to one 
hundred miles up the river on town- 
ship 47, range 4 west of the Sth meri- 
dian, Between 600 and 700 men have 
been employed on the work, Owing 
to the favorable weather conditions 
which have prevailed during — the 
past winter, this work has progress: 
ed very rapidly and geatisfactorily, 
The logs are now being hauled out to 
the roll ways ready to be rolled into 
the river and floated down to the mill 
as soon as the ice breaks up in the 

wring, 
Vie timber cut in the woods con- 
sists largely of spruce with a little 
poplar and tamarac, The spruce loge 
average from twelve to eighteen 
inches in diameter, while the poplar 
runs from eighteen to 24, The lumber 
obtained from these logs is used moct- 
ty tor rough work, although some 
epruce, when well seasoned, is excel- 
leut building material, except, of 
course, for finishing, The ice on the 
giver usually breaks up between the 
first and the middle of April, The 
earlier drives of logs at high water 
may be brought dowu trom the woods 
wo the mill in about three weeks, but 
she later ones usually take a month 
or more, 

[ast year one of the most memor- 
able floods in the history of the lum- 
bermen occurred about the middle of 
June. The snow, watch was excep- 


tionally deep in the mountains, began 
to melt and in three hours the water

Eight years ago there was 
another and serious flood, such as the 
one that oecurred last year, which 
swept away the booms and carried 
the logs down the river At that time 
the water rose so high that it food-

The company are this yeaf prepar- 
ing to put in larger and — stronger 
booms than they have had before, 
Several large timbers ten by <‘xteen 
feet and ranging in length up to 6ev- 
enty-four feet, of Douglas fir, have 
been shipped by the D, R. Frasei 
Company. These will be installed as 
soon as the river is clear of ice being 
attached to the piers by means of 
heavy boom chains, The expense ot
